la this miarepiesciitatiuu part of the 
policy to find a grievauco agniiiat the

,a,^U8e? We did not use a threat. 
Nothing was further from our niiiid 
than to throuteii. Can not our main- 
land coiileniporanes distiuguiab between 
a waruinjj and u threat ? ^Vo sum- that 
the promo lets of tlia Maiiilund A:idociu- 
tion were pursuing a fooUsli and a uii^- 
obievous course, and one that would be 
certain to lead to strife, and which 
might Qveutuato in separation. If we 
told the editor of tlie World that if he 
put hia hand iu the fire he would 
bo burned, would be declare tliai 
wo threatened to aot him on firo. It is 
B mystery to lis that ha does not set 
the coDsequoncea of aggravating th( 
BoctionuLism that is already too prevu 
lent us plainly as we do. But we fci»i' 
that 80 far from wishing to lessen it, 
the Vaucouver editors coiiaider that it 
is tbuir best policy to increase and in- 
tensify it, Tljey already udoyt tlic 
tone of men ho have a grievance.

BRAZIL AND ITS BESODRCJiS. 

The reader of the British Reviews ib 
sure to obtaiutho lutestand the n.ost ac- 
curate inforniittioii on »ll .subjects ol 
general^nterest. Lc. iiifoimation be 
required on any ouliject and theii 
editors will find out who it is tliai 
iciiows most about it, and they arc not 
deterred by monetary oonsideration.i 
from euliBiiiig his services. For in- 
stance, the 1 evolution in Brazil brought 
tbut c-'iUiitiy into (irciniiiiciice. Intolli- 
gent people wanted to kn(. v inoio about 
the present condition and past history 
of Bradl than they did. The editor ol 
the Contemporary Review knew that 
there would be such a ilom.iml, and iu 
orile:- to supply it, , applied to the pernou 
moot hkuly u< kiij>v ab.uit Br.izil a.-, 
it was and as it ia. 'I'lie result ia that 
the readers of that Review have iu tli< 
January number a very interesting 
article on " Bnizil, Past iuid Future," 
written by .M. G. .Mulball, wh.. 
haH lived tiVonty-live years in .Soutii 
AuiciicH. 'I'hu uritc-r ii a lady who lia.-i 
already written .1 hook on Brazil. 

Mrs. MulhuU agrees with most otlier-t 
in coming to the conolusiou that Moii 
archy iu Brazil was not on a (jrni fouii 
dation. The republican movoinont in 
that ci>untry ia not of yt>sterdny. It 
Ixigan in ISo^, when ril)al(li iieaded 
tha Furapos, who were only aupprcaaed 
after ten years of oivil war. 
The seeds then sown did not 
all dio. Thi-y germinated a.id tlic 
plant of ropuhlioHiiisni kt^pt 011 
growin;,' until ISStJ and the-n, -ndien no 
one was expeetin^' it, brouglit forth 
fruit. Itu existence was, however, 
known to observant Braziliana Mrs. 
Mulball Bays : "In our own time many 
proniiuent Braziliana declared openly 
their intention to proclaim a rcpuhlie 
on Doni iVilro'H death, and the Kinperor 
hiiii.Holf Itnew widl that hi.4 griind«oii the 
Prince ot Para, had 110 chance of the 
tbrocie." ,Tho rovolubion wus probably 
hastened by tbo abolition of aluvory in 
1888, but tbe causes whicii broi]gbt it 
about bad been working for many ycui-s 
previously. 

Tlio Hbolltton of • slavery was in that 
country a quostion of very gi-eat im- 
port.iiicc. T)ie iiL;ricnlt ui-e of the 
oouiury was Duppoioil l)y many to de- 
pend upon the uoiilinuation of ulave 
Ubor. woe prudi»t«d that if tlio 



slaves were made free they would cease 
to work, niid lliat the country, depend- 
ing as it did, almost wholly on the pro- 
duce of the soil, would sink into a state 
jf povef ty and wri/tched>.ieffl. In IS'lO 
one fourth of tbe population of Brazil 
were slaves. They nunibered two mil- 
lions. When tbe abolition movement 
first" £|ained.. strength an immigration 
pofloy • wos ' established. Iminigrants 
wore sought for in almost every country 
iif Europe and an ombassy was sent to 
PeUin to arrange for the importation of 
somo two hundred thousand Clvinene 
into the country. But for aomo reason 
or other these negotiations fell 
through and this host of China- 
men did not go to Brazil. 

The immigration policy was to a great 
extent aucceasfnl, for in 1889 no fewer 
than 1,'51,()00 iniiuigrants landed iu Bra- 
zil. So tho country was not altogether 
impreparod for the manumission of the 
1,51 1,000 slaves that were still in bond- 
ago in 188S. Tho owners of these slaves 
numbered 40,000, — none of them at all 
Loo well disposed to tho Govormnoiit 
that deprived them of what they regard- 
ed us their property. It is melancholy 
to think that virtue was not in IJom 
Pedro's case rewarded. Had be al- 
lowed these forty thousand planters to 
hold their elaves ho would to-day, in all 
probability, bo Emperor of Brazil, In- 
stead of that he is an exile and by no 
means rich. 

Brazil, though a large country,— as 
large as the whole of Europe,— and pos- 
sessing immense natural resources, is 
not by any means rich. The whole 
earnings of the nation do not aiuouiit 
to more than seventy millioiiH sterling, 
or $350,000,000. Tlio following is tho 
oiiiniatied'-value of its products >of all 
kinils.^> Coffee is tha chief product of 
:BraaL^.It grows sixty per cent, of tho 
coffee used in the whole world. In 1885 
thequantily raised was 300,000 tons. 
Tlie-plantationa cover 'J,'-'00,()IM1 acr 
In good years tho crop ia valued at 
tiveiity-two millions sterling. The value 
of the sugar crop of Brazil is estimated 
at §20,000,000; tho tobacco crop, §7,000 
iX)0; India rubber averages one year with 
another §4,000,000, and cotton t!7,o()f), 
■ )00. A kind of tea cultivated in Bra/.i 
is peculiar to .South America. The 
[iluntations are called "yerliales," and 
ibey produce some 40,000 tons, wortl 
.jj,500,000. Half of this is exported 
riiQ gold and diamonds, for which Bra- 
zil was at one time ao famous, are a 
I'omparatively iuaignitioaiit part of tho 
product of the country, they yielding t 
•;oiitribution of not more than .$2,000, 
)00 a year to the industry of the coun 
try. Mrs. Mulball points out that the 
jiroducts of Brazil are barely §30 a head 
of tho population, while those of its 
neighbor, the Argentine Republic 
.imount to $100 a head. The wealth of 
Bra/.il is, therefore, a thing of the past 
lir.t its capiibili ties are iinnieuae, and if 
the Republio^ i8Ta.i,s.upc?|»r-ifi,under it 
every man can live in peice under hb 
own vine and coffee' teee| there is no 
telling how rich the cohntr^ will be 
come in a few years. 

The Brazilians have not been alto 
gftlier unenterprising. 'J'lu-y have built 
■''),300 miles of railway and strung some 
7,100 miles of tclegrajih wire, besides 
I lying cables along the coast from the 
Amazon to Montevideo. The roads in 
the interior are few and not good, and 
tlij population ia greatly scattered 
iS )ine of the jouriioya are tremendously 
long. To go from Hio Janeiro to Goyaz 
overland, takes 120 days, and from 
Kio to Mstto Uiasso 140 days. These 
towns, when you get to them, Mrs, 
Mulhall saj-8, are not by any means 
a'ltedeluvian-- "'rhev have gas works 
schools, and other marks of eiviliza 
tion." 

Tbe whole tradu of Brazil, export and 
iinpoit, amounts to §218,000,000. Its 
Qscal system is not by any means liberal. 
The' duties 'on< iltiports average forty per 
oenfj ' The' wKoleambition of tho states- 
men and financiera of Brazil has been to 
make the exports exceed the iniport.s. 
The balance of trade, they considered, 
must be in their favor or their country 
would go to wreck and ruin. Their 
eirorts have been crowned with success. 
The exports of Brazil for tho last twentj'- 
i-if,ht years at least have exceeded the 
imports, yet, wonderful to relate, th 
country, from a conmiercial point of 
view, is not iu by any mea^s a flourish 
ing condition. 

The debt of the country ia largo in 
proportion to its trade and its popula 
tiuu, and it owes a very great deal to 
failiaii cipitalist-i. Brazil, with 
r jvonue of S70,oOO,000, owes a debt of 
sj36,000,000. This debt is not repre- 
bented by useful public works. As 
miioli as §240,000,000 of tho money was 
thrown away in a war with Paraguay, 
,ind public railways rejiresent only 
sl;iO,000,OtlO of the del)t. Commerce 
aas ill the laat tweiity tive years iiii;rea:i- 
ed o t por cent. , while taxation has in- 
creased 1.33 per cent, and tho puldic 
debt 6P0 per cent. . 1 

Tdxatiou is very heavy, Mrs. Mul- 
ImII says "nearly one-third of the 
1 i;,d earnings of tho Brazil i.^n 
p;ople go in taxes, whereas in the 
i 'idled Kingdom we pay only \'2.~i 
iidllioii sterling a year out of a gross 
iiiuumo 1,260 millions or about ten per 
oout." According to this the itihubitants 
o! Brazil are more than three times ns 
Ircivily taxed a,i the people of (Jruat 
liritian. The reviewer L'alenlates th,it 
the iuveatinenta of Uritisli i;apitalist3 in 
Brazil amount to 9,'i millions sterling 
or §105,000,000, of which §140,000,000 
are in stato loans and tho rest in rail- 
w.^y.f and joint stock enterprises. It will 
|ji! aeon from this that tho British 
peililo arc largely interested in the pro- 
gr( -li of Brazil and in the stability of its 
lio\eriiuioiit. 

Whether tho republic will Inut or 
whether Brazil will be split up into a 
iinmherof ropublics Mrs. Mulball harfl- 
ly ventures to hazard a oonjooturc. She 
i iLlher inclines to the ojiinioii llmt tbe 
r -puldic has conm lo stay, ami she ,:an 
s ;o no very good roasou why it should 
not hold together. The last sentence of 
tho article is hopeful. It is as follows: 
" l^vriy day that pauses lessona the 
ilan.;or of diaruption, and Brazilians 
I. now well that the good opinion of the 
nuti-r world larg<-ly dcpendn on Ih.di- 
keeping the even tenor of their way as 
they have ilono for miventy yearn in'llie 
past."

The wedding ceremonies usually 
last nbout a week, and the maiden 

■ comes to - the house of her husband to 
be married. Sho is supposed to bring; 
a trousseau with hor. and this con 
slsta of a good lot of clothes and un- 
dGi'clothos, of linen and bodding, of 
copper kitchen iitonsUs, and of the 
Turkish furnituro for a couple of 
rooms. The fiiiniture of a Turkish 
house is not vei'v cl.'ibornte. The fam- 
ily uHuiiUy Bloei).s upon the floor, and 
a sot of bedding consists of two mat- 
treeses, ty^o quilts and three cotton 
bolsters. The family eat largely upon 
trays, iind tho Tui-ks believe that fln 
gers are u good deal cleaner than 
knives and forks. Weddings are very 
expensiva Largo amounts of money 
are given away lo beggars, and wed' 
ding gowns cost three hundred dollars 
and upvrurds. Tho feasting goes on 
at the houses of both bridegroom and 
bride, and tho wedding feast usually 
begins ou Monday. On Tuesday the 
bride is taken to tho bath, and the 
bridegroom pays the expenses of this 
operation. On Wednesday tho bride- 
groom's lady friends go to the house 
of the bi-ido, where they have a con- 
cert and feast At this time thn hands 
of the bride are stained with henna, 
and tlioy begin to deck her out for the 
wodJinij. On Thnrsday the bride Is 
taken to tho groom's house in a great 
procession. She Is met by tho groom, 
and the two eat candy together after 
the manner of tho o.xchango of gum 
or wax of girls in tho primary schools. 
The idea is that nothing but sweetnesB 
is hereafter to pass from tho Hps of 
one to the other. Tho bridegroom has 
not Hocn tho bride until this time. At 
tho time of tlio betrothal t!io mother 
of the groom takes a present of candy 
to>the>^br|ido. f,3^o,Tblu^^{iig .maiden 
bites one of the ehdtoest bits In two, 
eats half of It, and sends the other 
half back to her prospective husband. 
Ho is suppoHod to receive it with joy 
as a lovo-olTorinir, and to e:it it, smack- 
ing his lips, and saying, "Yam, yum." 
Weddings usually talre place in the 

■ afternoon. The bridegroom says a 
prayer in the presence of tho bride, 
and lie knools on lier bridal vail as he 
does so. Tho groom has to get the 
bride to speak before supper will be 
served, and It Is a matter of pride 
with her to keep silent as long as pos- 
sible. -^F. G. Carpenter, in National 
Tribune. . .

Sak ;'FbAnoI8o6, Jan. 21. — The 
steamer Oceanic having among its 
p.assengets Miss Nellie BIy, of the New 

York World, who left New York on the 
Htb of November last on a trip around 
the world against time, arrived in port 
at 8:30 o'clock this morning. Miss i{l>' 
gives the followhig brief account of her 
trip : 

"I -sailed," said she, "froni -'New 
York on the Augusta Victoria on 
November 14th. She was timed to 
leave at 0:.30, but > mv journey dates 
from tbe time of th'eupilot leaving ua, >'t 
about 12:15. We arrived at .Southainp 
ton on the 22d ut 2:30 a. ni. I went up 
to London tho same morning, and in the 
evening instead of going tn bed, i\» i 
ought to have done, 1 went over to 
Amiens lo see Jules V'erne. 

" I went through Calais and lliere 
caught the Iiidiiiii express to Hriiidisi. I 
did not sleep al all from Wednesday 
until Satunlay morning. I uri-ived in 
Briiidisi on the 'J4th and tlier<,' caught 
the P. and 0. steanisliii) N'ictoria, which 
was waiting for lis and whicli .sailed 
friiiii London the same day wo left New 
Wn-k. We toiichoil at I'ort Sjid, U 
iiiailia and .'\ileii and reached Coloiiibi 
on I leeeniber St li. Here I changed to 
the Oriental and bail to wait live days. 

"Thence I went to IViiang ami .Singa- 
pore, arriving in Hong Kong ihrce days 
ahead of time. But this waa of no bene 
lit lo ine, for I had to wail aiiollier live 
days for the Oceanic, it waa not till I 
reached Hong Kong that I heard of 
Miss Bisland, and I do nut know atiy- 
tliing about the girl or her trip. She 
ia starting lo beat my time, but that is 
no II flair of mine." 

"1 started todo the Irij) in aevonty-five 
days, und I think that I will accomplish 
it. If I had known that anybne was 
trying to beat me I could have made 
better connections and so made the trip 
in shorter time, I have relied solely on 
the facilities afforded to an ordinary 
traveler. I have never had a better 
limo in my life, and had a pleasant stay 
at every place, I feel very confident of 
finishing the trip within seventy-five 
days.

On 
tho evening uf bis departure his su|)e- 
rior received u hitter from Sergt. Mc- 
Laren saying that uo one answering 
Mallaby's description was to bo found 
in the Terminal City ; and that lie had 
probably passed on Kaat without stop- 
ping in Vancouver. In contradiction 
of this atuleincnt several gontleineii, who 
have been visiting Vancouver and who 
know Caltliorpe by sight, aay tlmt he 
waa ill that city, and making no attempt 
at concealment up to the very tliiy the 
Victoria ollicei was sent over. 

Oflicer Irving on his arrival made a 
search of the city, but of courst' the bird 
bad then flown.
